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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-16, drawn to a method. 
Group 11, claim(s) 17-35, drawn to an apparatus. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, iinder PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature shared by each invention is the 
support having an intermediate excitation medium which faces a bonding residue and a bonding 
target, and which effects bonding of these elements after being excited by an external energy 
source. The question of unity of invention has been reconsidered retroactively by the examiner 
in view of the search performed; a review of Mclntyre et al. ("Nanocatalysis by the Tip of a 
Scanning Tunneling Microscope Operating Inside a Reactor Cell") makes clear that the 
inventions of Groups I and II lack the same or corresponding special technical feature because 
the cited reference appears to demonstrate that the claimed technical feature does not define a 
contribution which each of the inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. This 
is because Mclntyre teaches the technical feature of an intermediate excitation medium (the 
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nanocatalyst platinum-rhodium tip) which faces a hydrocarbon covered bonding molecule (the 
bonding target) and hydrogen gas (the bonding residue), and effects bonding of these elements 
after being excited by pulses of energy from an external energy source (see Mclntyre at absfract 

and Figure 4). 

Joint Inventors 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Election by Telephone 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Burdett on 7/20/2009 to request an oral election to the 
above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
